CLEVELAND, JUNE 22.—THIS AFTERNOON THE FATALITY LIST 


OF THE 
MENTOR WRECK 
HAD BEEN FIXED 
AT 
TWENTY-ONE 


LIVES. ALL THE DEAD WERE MEN AND ALL WERE PASSENGERS 
ON THE BUFFET CAR. 
OF THE TWENTY-ONE, EIGHTEEN 
HAVE 


BEEN POSITIVELY IDENTIFIED AND THE OTHER THREE ARE IN 
DOUBT. IT IS EXPECTED THAT ALL THE DEAD HAVE BEEN RE- 
MOVED FROM THE SCENE OF THE WRECK, AND THE 
RAILROAD 


OFFICIALS ARE EXERTING EVERY EFFORT TO CLEAR AWAY THE 
WRECK AS SOON AS POSSIBLE. THIS.WORK HAS PROCEEDED SO 
FAR BY THIS TIME THAT THE POSSIBILITY OF THERE BEING AD- 
DITIONAL BODIES BURIED IN THE DEBRIS IS VERY SLIGHT. 


CLEVELAND,

While traveling; at the rate of 70 
miles an hour the famous Twen- 
tieth Century Limited, the fastest 
long-distance train in the world, 
ran through an open switch at the 
little town of 
Mentor, 
east 
of 


Cleveland, at 9:20 o'clock 
last 


night, causing one of the 
most 


horrible wrecks in the history of 
the Lake Shore road. Twenty-one 
are dead. 
.

INTO THE DITCH. 


The engine was hurled into the 


ditch. 
A part of the train 
ivas 


crushed on top 
of it 
and 
the 


wreck was partly burned. 
The 


horrors of the wreck were- dou- 
bled in the horrors of the fire. 


More than a 
score 
of p-sople 


were killed and injured and the 
famous train was demolished. 


The train was crowded, practi- 


cally all its accommodations being 
taken when it left the city. 
It 


was behind time and the greatest 
of speed was being made to make 
up the lost time.

MANY CRAZED. 


A peculiarly distressing feature 


of the rescue, work was that the 
injured were so crazed when they 
.were taken out from under -the 


I mass of wreckage that they could 
not even reveal their own identity, 
despite the urgent appeals andven- 
treaties made by officials and. oth- 
ers 
who knew how anxiously 


news from the wreck was awaited 
by families and friends of the pas- 
sengers. 


The order was finally given to 


search the living wreck victims in 
the hope that identification might 
in that way be 
established, but 


even when this was resorted to 
but three sufferers could be iden- 
tified. 
The rest were demented 


b)' the pain and agony they had 
undergone. 
The scenes that re- 


sulted from their pitiable mental 
condition were affecting to 
the 


point of the tragic.

of the Lake 


Shore, on the scene of the wreck, 
gave out the following statement 
at I o'clock: 


FIEND DID WORK. 


"So far as can be learned 
the 


switch was opened 
and 
locked 


open by some 
party unknown; 


probably a crank, and evidently 
for 
malicious purposes. 
Train 


No. 10, a fast East-bound train, 
passed through the same switch 
45 minutes ahead of No. 26 and

positive that no other train or en- 
gine, cither freight or passenger, 
passed through the 
switch 
be- 


tween No. 10 and No. 26." 


Traveling- at the rate of more 


than a mile a minute, the heavy 
train 
was 
hurled 
to its doom 


with- a momentum that was ap- 
palling'. 


AT THE SCENE. 


The scene of the accident was 


at the Mentor depot. 
The switch 


that caused the trouble is located 
about 130 yards west of the depot. 
As the heavy engine struck 
the 


switch, the engine left the main 
track an;d swung violently to the 
left. 


For a distance of twenty yards 


the engine ran on the rails, and 
then, leaping 
from 
the 
track, 


turned on its side just to the east 
of the depot. 
The momentum 


was such that the heavy 
tender 


was hurled entirely over the en- 
gine and was buried in the depot. 


The combination car was hurl- 


ed with terrific violence on top 
of the engine and tender and in 
a moment was enveloped in flames 
from the engine. 


The Chicago sleeper, which was 


immediately behind the combina- 
tion car, swung from the 
track, 


and, crashing into the depot, was 
completely buried 
in the 'wreck 


of the 
building. 
The 
violence 


of the crash was such that- the 
depot collapsed on top 
of 
the 


wrecked coach. The hapless pas- 
sengers in this coach were crush- 
ed and maimed in the wreck and

San Jose Mercantile Company is also to 
be used to show the jury the kind of 
business Jeffress was engaged in on the 
side, the San Jose Mercantile Company 
being a get-rich-quick concern, of which 
Jeffress was president.

James H. Hyde, first vice-president, re- 
spectively, whose resignations were ac- 
cepted yesterdas' by Chairman Morton, 
are severely arraigned in the 
report. 


Gage E. Tarbell, second vice-president, 
is exonerated, Hendricks finding: that no 
substantial evidence appears In support 
of the charges against him. 


Hendricks says, it is an open question 


whether President' Alexander and the 
other officers and directors who partici- 
pated with him in the transactions of 
'James H. Hyde and associates" are' not 
disqualified under section 36 of the in- 
surance laws from hereafter holding any 
office In a life insurance company. The 
report characterizes 
these transactions 


as unlawful. 
Tarbell's name is not in 


the list of participants in these trans- 
actions. 
The policy holders, however, 


the report sets forth, are under great 
obligations . to Alexander, and the other 
executive officers'for demanding the^mu- 
tuallzatlon of the society and the retire- 
ment of Hyde from its control.

Grant was visiting friends in

part of the hotel her husband made 
his desperate attempt at self-destruc- 
tion. He hurled himself from the win- 
dow of his room through the darkness 
and was found a moment later on the 
pavement below. 


When Grant was removed to the 


hospital he declared that he could not 
get steady work and that everything 
of late had gone wrong. In his room 
were found letters addressed to a bro- 
ther, Herbert Grant, living in Cleve- 
land, Ohio, ana to Miss Carrie Whit- 
ney of Maquokota, Iowa. 
Grant is 


about 40 years of age and has been 
more or less prominent on the stage 
for many years.

A Notable Public Utterance. 


The address of General Stephen D. Lee at the annual reunion of 


the United Confederate Veterans, in Louisville, has not received the 
attention it deserves. It was no* generally published in Northern 
papers, hence its scope and character has escaped attention in sec- 
tions of the Union where it should receive thoughtful consideration. 
Such utterances are worthy of study. 


General Lee's address was both inspiring and eloquent. 
His 


ascription to Lincoln was at once generous and noble. Referring to 
the fact that the two leaders in the greatest civil war in human annals 
were both natives of Kentucky, the Confederate chieftain said • 


"Here was born the patient frontier lawyer, trained in the-hard 


school of adversity, who, in the hour of'fate, was to stand at the focus 
of the world, who was to give to history a new ideal of greatness, and 
to die at last like Caesar, at the zenith o£ his fame, sealing his immor- 
tality with a death whose tragic pathos will move the hearts of men 
forever." 


No fault can be found that this was followed by an apotheosis 


of Jefferson Davis. Remember it was a Confederate General speak- 
ing to a gathering of Confederate soldiers. No one will ask,that 
they cease to revere their leaders since they have manfully accepted 


• the results of the war and have renewed their devotion to the Union. 


But the spirit that permeated General Lee's address, and which ap- 
peared to dominate the gathering, is perhaps best illustrated in the 
closing remarks: 


"We have taught our children to honor the flag of our reunited 


country. 
In the Spanish war, we sent our sons and grandsons to 


follow the flag, that our forefathers filled with stars, and to which we 
now give again our unstinted loyalty. Best of all, we restored our 
beloved land as an integral living part of the union of our fathers. 
With us now, all passion and bitterness has passed away. We are 
holding only to all that is sweetest and best and tenderest in living. 
Our lives have been prolonged to see our country recovered from the 
ravages and effects of war, to see peace and good-will even now al- 
most supplant the passion and strife engendered in those bloody days, 
and what is dearest to all of us, to see that we have the esteem and 
honor and love of our descendants." 


In a simple statement full of dignity and pathos, General Lee 


has asserted the loyalty of the South in a manner that admits of no 
dispute. He points to deeds as a proof of his truth, and who can 
gainsay him? His is the language of a patriot and a soldier. Pon- 
dering it one can realize the splendid service General Lee has per- 
formed for the youth of the South as president of the Agricultural 
and Mechanical College of Mississippi, which he has made one of the 
foremost institutions of its kind in the country. 


/C5ubway For Market Street 


Frank J. Symmes, president "of the San Francisco Merchants' 


Association, says he is in favor of a subway on Market street. .The 
ecessity for better rapid transit facilities on Market street has been 
pparent for-some time. It has become particularly'urgent of late. 


The existing cable system is altogether too slow and cumbrous, 


and the congestion of cars at the ferry building has 'become chronic. 
Vll the cable lines, except the California, Geary, Sutter and Presidio 
nes, center in Market street. During the busy hours of the day the 
ars from Valencia, Castro, Haight, Hayes and McAllister streets 
nake a continuous procession both ways along the most crowded 
horoughfare of the city, blocking travel at frequent "intervals and 
making it dangerous to cross the street at many points. 


A subway promises the only relief obtainable from this condition, 


s the property owners will never consent to the installation of a trol- 
ey system. The limit of development in cable roads was long ago 
eached. Hence no further improvement can be hoped for in the 
xisting system. 


If a subway is to be/constructed it must be at the" expense of the 


:ity. 
No private corporation should be given the privilege of con-j 


tructing one, although it would perhaps be advisable to lease to some' 
irivate company the right to operate cars through the subway for a 
leriod of years, as has been done in New York. In that- city the 
entals of the subway will, in time, pay off the bonds, principal and 
nterest, issued "to pay for its construction. 
But under the law San 


Francisco has not sufficient borrowing capacity at present to con- 
itruct a subway, which will be an expensive undertaking on Market 
itreet, because of the character of the ground from the foot of Haight 


The Western Pacific Shops. 


The Sacramento Chamber of Commerce is taking steps to have 


the Western Pacific shops located at the capital city. Stockton is 
also making a bid for them. 


This is a hint for the Board of Trade and Merchants' Exchange 


to be up and doing. Oakland is the place for the Western Pacific 
shops, and the fact should be impressed on the projectors of the new 
road. If we go about it right we have no doubt but what the shops 
will be located here. If we sit down and do nothing, however, the> 
may go to Sacramento or Stockton. 


The general shops of the Western Pacific will mean a good deal 


to the city in which they are located. From 1000 to 2000 mechanicr 
will be employed in them, whose presence and trade will increase am 
stimulate every branch of local business. These mechanics will earn 
high wages. They will build homes and become a permanent part o 
the population. If the shops are located in Oakland they will draw 
to this'city much rail and water traffic of an incidental character tha 
will not come if the shops are located elsewhere. 


These facts should be a spur to activity on the part of our publl 


bodies. They should get to work early and exert themselves in thi 
matter with diligent energy. Oakland should be up and stirring a 
early as any of her competitors.

Mr. Morton 
offended the railroad magnates by telling the truth frankly about re- 
bates, which he said should be forbidden by law. He is no longer 
connected with the railroad interests and no public good could be 
accomplished by prosecuting him. But some people would like to 
see him prosecuted as a punishment for speaking the truth. Making 
a scapegoat of him would also turn the lightning away from interests 
which are in danger of being hit. 
Punishing Legal Blacklegs, 


The steps taken by Superior Judge Lawlor of San Francisco to 


uphold the dignity of the bench and the ethics of the legal profession 
should receive the hearty endorsement and support of the bar. At- 
torneys shoul.d be made to respect their > word when they give it in 
court. A lie is dishonorable at all times, but when a lawyer lies de- 
liberately to a presiding Judge and opposing attorneys in an important 
matter an^ then attempts to take advantage of his own deception he 
should be drummed out of the legal profession. His conduct stamps 
him as a man unworthy to practice at the bar and unfit to associate 
with gentlemen. Judge I awlor has had a trying duty to perform in 
presiding at the trials of men charged with violating the franchise 
laws. These men are backed by powerful political influences, and are 
defended by unscrupulous attorneys who have not only resorted to 
every legitimate device known to the law to get their clients off, but 
have had recourse to expedients which no honorable man can approve. 
They have harrassed and badgered the Judge in a way that demon- 
strates their innate blackguardism and finally induced him to ac- 
cept a verbal stipulation which they subsequently repudiated. Among 
decent lawyers a verbal stipulation is as binding as a written one, but 
the law requires all stipulations to be in writing. Judge Lawlor made 
the mistake of treating the attorneys to the ballot box stufters as 


SECRETARY TAFT AND CHINESE QUESTION. 


The Chinese Empire has determined upon a policy of exclusion of 


American commerce in retaliation for the exclusion of Chinese labor- 
ers from this country. From this it would appear that China is wili- 
ng to exchange commercial relations with the country which will af- 
'ord the Empire an opportunity for the deportation of its inhabitants. 


It must not be assumed that China is anxious to get rid of its peo- 


ple ; ttiat the Emperor finds himself in possession of a sovereignty the 
nagnitude of which he is willing to reduce, or that any ruler would 
enter upon the expatriation of his subjects, except to colonial Depen- 
dencies. Great Britain for a time put a .ship bounty on all emigrants 
from the British Isles to British Colonies, but this policy built up the 
colonies and strengthened the Empire. 


What the Emperor of China obviously desires is that his subjects 


shall be permitted to earn the better wages of foreign countries, send 
the accumulation resulting from this better-paid employment home 
and thus enrich the Empire. The Emperor of China does not sup- 
pose for a moment that his subjects would become naturalized, 
or 


would be permitted naturalization in foreign' countries. What he is 
asking, then, is the privilege of sending an industrial army into this 
country for the purpose of despoiling it of its wealth to the enl that 
his Empire may be enriched. This is the only rational explanation of 
which the situation is capable. It is unreasonable to conclude that the 
Chinese Empire is asking reciprocal relations with the world at large 
upon the understanding that it desires to enter upon a process r>f de- 
populating the Empire, aad correspondingly increasing the population, 
the weal Wand the productive capacity of all other countries. 


When the political agitation which resulted in the enactirent of 


the exclusion law was first inaugurated, the pro-Chinese side of that 
controversy predicted that our trade relations with China would he 
disturbed, but China entered into treaty relations with the 
United 


States containing international covenants, conferring upon the United 
States the right of exclusion. The plenipotentiaries who negotiated 
that treaty declared that the Empire -of China was opposed to the 
expatriation of its subjects, and that the Emperor was perfectly will- 
ing that other countries might exclude them from the privileges of 
residence and citizenship. Experience, however, has taught China a 
lesson. This lesson i's that the emigration of the subjects of the Em- 
pire is a source of wealth to the Empire itself, and is not attended with 
a permanent loss of population. The Chinese leaves his native coun- 
try for the purpose of earning better pay and sending Ihe money home 
A million of Chinese in America would be equivalent to an army of 
invasion, and would add nothing to the permanent wealth and pop- 
ulation of this country, while it would constitute a persistent force in 
the impoverishment of our people. 


This is the simple logic of the situation, and the result is not De- 


batable, nor doubtful. 


If commercial relations with China must be purchased at the 


price of unlimited Chinese immigration to this country then America 
has more to lose than to gain. The depletion of our wealth by the 
return to China of the money earned by Chinese in this countrj would 
far exceed the profit arising out of interchange of commercial rela- 
tions with that country. 


Secretary Taft ignores all questions of expediency, is oblivious 


to the interests of the laboring masses, and is indifferent to the po- 
itical consequences which would follow''unlimited Chinese immigra- 
tion. He presents simply a commercial reason. 
He declares that 


commerce with China is the highest prize of the twentieth century, 
and that the United States should not abdicate its right, to win this 
prize merely to please the statesmen and people of the unimportant 
Pacific States. By this utterance Secretary Taft has forfeited the right 
to be regarded as a statesman. 
He is mindful only of the prize in 


view, and oblivious to its cost. He refers to the prevailing sentiment 
of opposition in the Pacific States to Chinese immigration as a "preju- 
dice." In this he is forgetting that J:he people of the Pacific States are 
Americans as ardently patriotic as the people of the Atlantic States, 
and that the opposition to unlimited Chinese immigration is based 
upon the past experience of this American population. 
The experi- 


ment of unrestricted Chinese immigration has not been made in an 
Eastern State. Hence Eastern populations have no right1 to sit in 
judgment upon the question. The. Americans residing in the Pacific 
States are not a different order of Americans from those inhabiting 
the other States of the Union, and the conclusion is entirely justifiable 
that if an equal number of Americans now living on the Atlantic sea- 
board had resided in California during the prevalence of unlimited im- 
migration, they would have reached the same adverse conclusions

SAN FRANCISCO, June 22.— The right 


of cities and towns of California to grant 
to any railroad the privilege of passing 
through their limits was further affirmed 
by Superior Judge 
Seawell 
yesterday.

Company, which sought to prevent the 
Petaluma and Santa Rosa Railway Com- 
pany from crossing its lines within the 
city of Santa Rofa, the plaintiff corpora- 
tion contending that its rails marked the 
boundary where competition must begin 
and end. 
Judge Seawell has upheld the petition 


of the Petaluma and Santa Rosa Com- 
pany and has ordered an injunction is- 
sued against the California Northwest- 
ern. He based his decision on the rea- 
soning of the Supreme Court in the suit 
instituted by the San Francisco and San 
Joaqum Railway Company, which first 
attacked the big 
railway corporations 


whose lines cross the State, and estab- 
lished the principle that those acts are 
to be upheld that tend to the most pub- 
lic good and aim to break existing or 
threatened monopoly.
